Christopher T. Chenery’s Virginia-bred Hill 
Prince, three-year-old son of the distance-loving 
Princequillo, today became the first Thorough¬ 
bred racehorse to officially wear the crown of 
"American Champion,” after the counting of 
ballots in the Thoroughbred Racing Associations’ 
first annual poll of the nation’s top Racing 
Secretaries. 

The TRA’s official Selection Board of 19, 
headed by the dean of all major racing secre¬ 
taries and track handicappers, John Blanks 
Campbell, named champions for 1950 in seven 
divisions of the sport and voted Hill Prince 
the best of them all. 

The divisional champions: two-year-old colt, 
George D. Widener’s Battlefield; two-year-old 
filly, Duval Headley’s Aunt Jinny; three-year-old 
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colt, Hill Prince; three-year-old filly, Alfred G. 
Vanderbilts Next Move; Handicap (colt, horse 
or gelding), Mrs. Charles S. Howard’s Noor; 
Handicap (filly or mare) Calumet Farm’s Two 
Lea; and Steeplechaser, Mrs. Ogden Phipps’ 
Oedipus. 

The Selection Board cast a total of 36 ballots, 
one for each track now operating under the 
banner of the Thoroughbred Racing Associations 
of the United States, Inc. 

The Selection Board cast a unanimous vote 
in only one division, all naming Hill Prince the 
top three-year-old colt. Battlefield lacked but 
one ballot for undisputed title, while Noor and 
Two Lea each polled 34 of the possible 36 votes 
in their divisions. 

Voting was closest in the steeplechase divi¬ 
sion where Elkridge gave Oedipus a tussle for 
the title, and the result was temporarily in doubt 
where Aunt Jinny and Flyamanita were con¬ 
cerned. Next Move’s only rival in the three- 
year-old filly class was her stablemate. Bed o’ 
Roses.

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The Racing Scene: 1950 Resume 

By Don Reed 


Maryland’s racing season of 1950, just con¬ 
cluded at Bowie, was not sensational by any 
means. On the whole, it was a little better 
than most observers had predicted last spring 
and this despite the fact that wagering at the 
major ovals was down a fraction more than two 
per cent while at the minor tracks, the decline 
amounted to about 10 per cent. 

It had been predicted in many quarters that 
a drop of 10 to 15 per cent might be expected 
in 1950 and therefore the showing of the minor 
tracks was about what had been expected while 
the major courses held up in better style than 
had been anticipated. 

But more of the 1950 season a bit later. A 
lot of things are "in the fire" in connection 
with Maryland racing for 1951 and these are 
of prime importance to all concerned with the 
sport. Dates for 1951 are a top topic wherever 
racing men gather and decision on the sched¬ 
ule probably will come during the month of 
January. 

Normally, Maryland’s dates are set in Decem¬ 
ber, but a sad experience last year has caused 
the Racing Commission to wait before calling 
in the operators. A year ago, dates were set 
in December, but when the New Jersey sched¬ 
ule was announced, Maryland had to revise 
its set-up in an effort to distribute the opposition 
to the nearby state. 

That there will be some dickering before the 
date set-up is complete, goes without saying. Ed 
O’Hara, manager of Bowie, already is on record 
as seeking the entire month of November for 
his course with early spring and late fall dates 
as his second choice. 

O’Hara’s move toward one meeting in No¬ 
vember doubtless will meet vigorous opposi¬ 
tion from the Maryland Jockey Club, which 
normally operates during the first two weeks of 
November. Then, too. Laurel has new manage¬ 
ment and it may be that this group will have 
some ideas of dates which will differ from those 
of the past. 

December, 1950 


War conditions may have something to say 
about racing in Maryland. Already wartime re¬ 
strictions have postponed Pimlico’s proposed 
rebuilding program and will limit other tracks 
on improvements. Once before during a war 
emergency, racing was limited to Pimlico and 
Laurel because they were accessible and the 
others weren’t. Officials hope no such move will 
be necessary this time but they are prepared 
to take any steps necessary should emergency 
conditions again arise. 

Injection of new blood in the Laurel manage¬ 
ment and Pimlico’s rebuilding plans also fur¬ 
nished plenty of material for those who like 
to sit around the fireside in winter and speculate 
on what the coming racing season will have in 
store for its ardent patrons. 

But let’s look at the 1950 season. A few of 
the final figures in various departments may 
prove of interest to those who like to follow the 
trend of the sport and who have individual 
favorites among the jockeys and trainers. First 
of all, the wagering:

Pimlico meetings while Preston Burch also led 
at two meetings. Laurel and the second Bowie 
session; although at Laurel he was forced to share 
the lead with Henry Clark. 

For the entire year in the State of Maryland, 
Joe Culmone was the jockey leader, although he 
participated in only four of the seven meetings. 
Fifty-nine winners at Pimlico and Bowie’s sec¬ 
ond meeting were sufficient to give him a wide 
margin for he wound up the year with 72 vic¬ 
tories in Maryland. The top five in the state 
were:

A brother team finished one-two among the 
trainers who were in action in Maryland all 
year. Bernie Bond won the championship, 
mythical though it may be, for he saddled 27 
winners in the State on the major tracks against 
24 for his older brother, J. Bowes Bond. Preston 
M. Burch of the Brookmeade Stable was third 
with 22 winners sent to the post, while C. R. 
White with 17 was fourth and there was a tie 
for fifth between Jimmy McGee and Jim Arthur, 
each of whom saddled 15 winners. 

On the minor track circuit, Jimmy Baird 
proved the most successful of the jockeys. Dur¬ 
ing 50 days of action at the five tracks, he aver¬ 
aged better than a winner-a-day for his year’s 
total, which reached 60. This gave him an edge 
of 12 over Mike Sorrentino, who took runner- 
up honors with 48 victories. Doyle Gardner 
landed third position with 30. William Clark 
was fourth with 29, and Antonio Russo fifth 
with 28. 

Training laurels on the minor circuit went to 
a woman by a very decisive margin. Mrs. G. A. 
Saportas, Jr., proved a consistent winner at all 
five of the State’s minor ovals and she sent out 
no less than 33 winners in 50 days. 

Dan Chamblin, the Virginia horseman, 
finished second with 20 victories to his credit 
and R. F. Duffy was third with 13- C. E. Brining 
and C. A. Cranford finished in a tie for fourth, 
each winning 10 races. 

One of the highlights of the fall season was 
the bringing of Willie Shoemaker from Cali¬ 
fornia to ride one day against Joe Culmone at 
Bowie. The two boys are fighting it out for 
the national championship and Culmone had 
much the best of it on this particular day at 



The Hasty House Farm stable of A. E. Reuben, trained by Harry Trotsek, almost monopolized 
Bowie*s Fall Stakes, with Seaward taking two and Inseparable another. Here the former is win¬ 
ning the Bryan and 0*Hara IHemorial Handicap from Arcave and Abstract. 
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Bowie, winning six of the nine races, while 
Shoemaker could score only once. However, the 
riding duel created a great deal of interest and 
was generally looked upon as a smart piece of 
showmanship which helped the sport all over 
the country. 

Harry Trotsek, a former rider turned trainer 
and the fellow who conducts a jockey school at 
Detroit each summer, proved his ability as a 
conditioner to Maryland patrons when he won 
all three of Bowie’s distance stakes for seasoned 
performers. Seaward accounted for two and 
Inseparable for one, both horses running for 
Allie Reuben’s Hasty House Farm. 

At Pimlico, the high spot of the meeting, 
other than the running of the Special, was Big 
Stretch’s fine vicrory in the Pimlico Futurity 
which stamped the Greentree colt as one who’ll 
have a great deal of backing next spring when 
it comes time for the Preakness, Derby and 
Belmont. Carolina Queen surprised in the Mar¬ 
guerite Stakes by defeating Aunt Jinny, who 
nonetheless was crowned queen of the two-year- 
old fillies due to earlier victories. 

Consummation of the sale of Laurel by the 
Maryland Jockey Club to Morris Schapiro was 
one of the highlights of the waning days of 
November. Announcement that Schapiro had 
agreed to purchase the track was made just prior 
to the close of Laurel’s fall meeting, but the 
actual transfer of 6,710 shares of stock did not 
take place until November 27. 

Immediately, the reorganization of the asso¬ 
ciation was made known. Eight directors, rep¬ 
resenting a wide variety of business and other 
interests were named. Morris Schapiro, naturally, 
heads the group which includes his son, John 
D. Schapiro, James Bruce, Stephen Early, C. E. 
Tuttle, Leslie Biffle, J. M. Willis and Breckin¬ 
ridge Long. 

Directors then elected officers with John D. 
Schapiro holding the office of President; George 
H. Martin being named Vice President and 
General Manager; Joseph T. Cascarella, Secre¬ 
tary and Treasurer; and Frank Brady, Assistant 
Secretary and Treasurer. Cascarella is a son-in- 
law of the elder Schapiro. 

Morris Schapiro needs no introduction to 
Marylanders, for he has been among the State’s 
top business and industrial leaders for many 
years. His son John has been associated with 
him in all his enterprises ever since graduation 
from Stanford University. 

The elder Schapiro also is no stranger to race 
track operation for he has been a large stock¬ 
holder in the Maryland Jockey Club for a long 
time and at one time was associated with the 
management of Gulfstream Park in Florida.

John Schapiro is a member of the Maryland 
Jockey Club’s board of directors. 

C. E. Tuttle also is a member of the Maryland 
Jockey Club board, is a retired industrialist and 
has a keen interest in the sport of racing, since 
he campaigns a sizable stable and also is a 
breeder on a moderate scale. 

A holdover from the old Laurel board is 
Breckinridge Long, former Ambassador to Italy. 
He, too, has long been identified with Thorough¬ 
bred sport both as an owner and a breeder. 

James Bruce is a nationally known banker and 
business man and is a former Ambassador to 
Argentina. Stephen Early formerly was secre¬ 
tary to the late President Franklin D. Roosevelt, 
served as Assistant Secretary of Defense and at 
present is vice president of the Pullman Co. 
Early is a regular racing patron. 

J. M. Willis, a business associate of Morris 
Schapiro for many years, is manager of the ship¬ 
building division of Bethlehem Steel Co. and 
prominent in Baltimore civic affairs. Leslie 
Biffle is Secretary of the United States Senate 
and an intimate of President Truman. He is 
staff director of the Democratic Senate Policy 
Committee but, curiously enough, he also is 
held in high esteem by the rival political party. 

Selection of George Martin as General Man¬ 
ager met with widespread approval from horse¬ 
men and others who regularly form a part of 
the sport in Maryland. In ten years as resident 
manager of Laurel, Martin has made many 
friends and his ability and his approach to the 
various problems of racing have earned him 
the respect of all. Brady, too, has been a mem¬ 
ber of the Laurel organization for many years, 
having assisted his father in the track office when 
the elder Brady ran Laurel for the Butlers. 
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Joseph T. Cascarella, in addition to his duties 
as secretary and treasurer of the new organiza¬ 
tion, will head the public relations and publicity 
department. 

President John Schapiro, in taking over the 
office, said it would be the aim of the new 
organization to strive, with the other three major 
tracks in the State, to bring Maryland racing back 
to its former high standing in the country. For 
Laurel itself, Schapiro has many plans, but of 
necessity some of these must await lifting of 
Federal building restrictions. 

After numerous conferences in which the 
Attorney General of the State was called upon 
to pass upon the legality of the negotiations, 
the Racing Commission has awarded to the 
Maryland Jockey Club the sum of $717,488.88 
from the State’s so-called ’’building fund,” which 
is to be applied to the rebuilding of the Pimlico 
race track. 

This amount has been earned by Pimlico 
through pari-mutuel wagering in previous years 
and, under the existing law, approximately 
$407,000 of the amount would have reverted 
to the general treasury of the State on December 
31, had it not been spent or committed for 
improvements at the Baltimore course. 

As had been known, Pimlico’s officials decided 
on a rebuilding policy early in the year and in 
line with the plan to make Pimlico a modern 
and attractive racing center, the Maryland Jockey 
Club first disposed of its holdings in Timonium 
and later sold its controlling interest in Laurel 
Race Course—thus giving indisputable evidence 
that the idea was to concentrate on the rebuilding 
of Pimlico. 

However, war conditions caused the Govern¬ 
ment to issue restrictions on new buildings of 
all sorts and race tracks were included in the 
banned group. So Pimlico, with a set of plans 
ready and enough money to get started, was 
thwarted by the Federal rules. 

Then followed the series of conferences in 
which members of the Racing Commission, 
Pimlico’s building committee, architects and 
engineers participated. When the Racing Com¬ 
mission was informed of Pimlico’s overall plan 
for modernization of the plant, it felt that the 
money in the building fund should be devoted 
to that purpose rather than revert to the general 
treasury. 

An agreement was then drawn up whereby 
Pimlico receives the amount which must be 
spent, or committed, within one year after the 
lifting of Federal building restrictions. Any por¬ 
tion of the fund not spent for the specific proj¬ 


ects outlined in the agreement will go back 
to the State. 

According to the Maryland Jockey Club’s 
announcement, the improvements will include 
the eventual replacement of the present small 
clubhouse, grandstand and administration facili¬ 
ties in one structure which will be erected at 
the top of ample lawn space for standees. 

A double-deck stand, with a seating capacity 
of 10,000 is part of the rebuilding program. 
Betting facilities will be available on both levels. 
A covered, sunken paddock is planned in the 
rear, available to both grandstand and clubhouse 
patrons. Restaurant and administrative facilities 
will be provided in the structure above the pad- 
dock and ample stairways will be augmented by 
elevators and escalators giving easy movement 
for patrons to various levels. 

Because no one knows what materials will 
first become available, the exact order in which 
the various phases of the construction will be 
carried out cannot be revealed. 

The Pimlico plan was drawn after the archi¬ 
tects and Pimlico officials had visited many of 
the more modern tracks in the nation in an effort 
to adopt the most appealing features of their 
structures into the Maryland Jockey Club’s new 
plant. A small-scale model of the proposed track 
will be built and placed on exhibition after the 
architects have completed details to the satis¬ 
faction of the Jockey Club and the Racing 
Commission.

The Maryland Horse 
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Timonium, where new management under 
W. F. Schluderberg is taking over following the 
resignation of Matt L. Daiger, long head of the 
Fair and known as ‘'Mr. Timonium” to thou¬ 
sands, announced that J. Fred Colwill, who 
served as racing secretary there for the last two 
seasons, would be back on the job again in 1951. 
Colwill, noted amateur rider who won the 
Maryland Hunt Cup three times with Blockade, 
served as steeplechase secretary at Pimlico and 
Laurel recently and also is racing secretary at 
Cumberland. 

There was talk of transferring the Hagers¬ 
town meeting to one of the other minor tracks 
if the association there is unable to have a plant 
ready for operation at the usual time. Hagers¬ 
town’s stand was torn down after last season, 
with complete rebuilding planned, but whether 
war restrictions will permit such a program re¬ 
mains to be seen. It is understood two of the 
other minor ovals have offered their plants to 
the Hagerstown group. 

Maryland racing followers also are watching 
developments at Annapolis in connection with 
the Racing Commission. With a Republican 
governor in office beginning January 10, it 
appears that Frank Small, Jr., Republican mem¬ 
ber of the racing board, may be elevated to the 
chairmanship, now held by H. Courtenay 
Jenifer. Appointment of a second Republican 
to replace one Democrat will not come for some 
time, as no terms of present commissioners 
expire until June. 

Last, but not least, the Commission will be 
faced with the problem of the receiving barn 
before the opening of the 1951 season. A sizable 
group of horsemen has prepared a petition to 
the Commission asking for elimination of the 
receiving barn and while there is nothing in the 
petition to say so, it is understood that the sign¬ 
ers have agreed that if the receiving barn is still 
being used in the State next spring, they will 
boycott the State s tracks. 

Next Move 

Aggressive is the word for Alfred G. Vander¬ 
bilt’s queen of the three-year-olds—Next Move. 
Sort of a stepsister to her more popular stable- 
mate, Bed o’ Roses, when the 1950 racing year 
began. Next Move turned out to be a real hard¬ 
hitting champion of her age-sex group. 

The majority of experts practically conceded 
everything to Bed o’ Roses before the campaign 
began, but Next Move wouldn’t hold still, liter¬ 
ally and figuratively. Trainer W. C. Winfrey 
admitted that the brown daughter of Bull Lea- 
Now What was difficult to handle around the 
barn and in training, and she proved just as hard 
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Owner of the champion filly, Next Move, Al¬ 
fred G. Vanderbilt, shown at a Breeders* Asso¬ 
ciation dinner with Mrs. Vanderbilt. 
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for the other three-year-old fillies to handle in 
actual competition. She also gave the colts some¬ 
thing to think about the few times she met them.^ 

After finishing fourth behind three powerful 
colts—Hill Prince, Middleground, and Ferd— 
in the Wood Memotial, Next Move accom¬ 
plished her first stakes victory of the year in the 
Prioress, May 3, at Jamaica. Following this 
success, came triumphs in five more stakes 
events — the Coaching Club American Oaks, 
Delaware Oaks, Gazelle Stakes, Ladies’ Handi¬ 
cap, and Beldame Handicap. In the latter two, 
she beat older horses. Linked with her stakes 
victories were a pair of seconds, in the Acorn 
and Alabama Stakes. 

In the Coaching Club American Oaks at Bel¬ 
mont, May 27, Next Move set a new record for 
the fixture. She covered the 11 furlongs in 
2:15 4/5, a full second below the previous 
best time for the event registered by War 
Plumage in 1939. 

Running against colts, and spotting all but one 
of them weight, in the Discovery Handicap on 
August 28, Next Move finished fifth—and there 
was some concern whether she could run with 
the supposedly stronger sex. But on November 
12, at Hollywood Park, in the Golden State 
Breeders’ Handicap, the Vanderbilt filly ran a 
bang-up second to the California champion— 
Your Host—and was moving on the winner at 
the finish of the mile and one-sixteenth event. 
Next Move’s subsequent hollow triumphs in the 
Cinderella and Vanity Handicaps ably demon¬ 
strated her class. 

Next Move was foaled March 14, 1947, at 
the Mayer Farms, Perris, Calif. 
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Now What, dam of Next Move, was a stakes 
winner of importance (Arlington Lassie, Spina¬ 
way, Empire City, Demoiselle, and Astoria.) 
Third dam of Next Move is Rush Box, dam of 
the great Sarazen. A speedy little chestnut, 
Sarazen was unbeaten in 10 races as a two-year 
old in 1923 . He raced until mid-1928, winning 
27 times in 55 starts, and earned $225,000. 
Sarazen beat Happy Thoughts in one of Amer¬ 
ica’s memorable match races, at Laurel Park, 
when both were juveniles. 

The name of Bull Lea, sire of Next Move, is 
practically synonymous with class breeding these 
days. Among other greats Bull Lea sired are 
Citation and Coaltown. 

Eric Guerin, the booter from the Bayous of 
Louisiana, rode Next Move to most of her 
triumphs this year.

Stallion List; Farm Record 

The January, 1951, issue of The Maryland 
Horse will contain a list of the seventy-five 
stallions known to be presently standing in this 
state. This is an increase of eight over last 
year. It is hoped that breeders will assist us in 
the proper preparation of the Stallion List by 
advising us of any changes of ownership, loca¬ 
tion or fee of stallions they had last year. In 
addition, we would like to have reports of deaths 
of stallions or removal of them to other states 
or farms. Newly acquired stallions should also 
be reported to The Maryland Horse so that 
prospective breeders can see what is available for 
their mares. 

As has been our custom for many years, we 
will list all Maryland Thoroughbred farms in 
the February issue of this magazine. Cards will 
shortly be mailed to farms of record and all 
breeders are asked to advise us of the name, post 
office, acreage and county where their farm is 
located, giving at the same time the number of 
Thoroughbreds on the farm and the name and 
fee of any stallions standing there. 


Maryland-bred Bonus Payments 

Seventy-nine Maryland breeders participated 
in the Breeders’ Awards paid out to breeders of 
winners of open races by the four major tracks 
and five minor tracks of the state in 1950. Total 
payments to the breeders amounted to $48,010. 
Of this, the mile tracks contributed $39,500, the 
smaller tracks $8,510. At the milers the awards 
are $250 in open races worth $2,500 or less to 
the winner; $500 in races worth more than 
$2,500. The five minor tracks make bonus pay¬ 
ments of 10% of the total value of the purse 
in open races.

The practice of paying a breeders’ bonus in 
any Maryland-bred race has been abandoned by 
the racing associations, with the exception of the 
four races comprising the Maryland Breeders’ 
Stakes Series. In these four races, one of which 


was held at each major track, the sum of $30,000 
was offered in added money by the Maryland 
racing organizations. Ten per cent of this added 
money is divided between the breeders of the 
first three horses in each race on a 60%, 25%, 
15% basis.

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Best-Horse Polls

T his is the season when nothing is going on 
in racing in the United States, though quite 
a fair meeting is running in California. It is, con¬ 
sequently, the time when we look back at the 
completed season and begin to make a few esti¬ 
mates. One of the estimates here is that we 
have too many polls. There is a current idea 
that if 204 people think Battlefield is the best 
two-year-old of the season, and 24 give this honor 
to Uncle Miltie, Battlefield is necessarily the best. 
It doesn’t follow at all, anymore than it did when 
Gallileo was the only man in Italy who thought 
the earth moved around the sun. 

But the more expert the opinion, the more 
likely it is to be right, and for this reason the 
new poll, begun this year by the Thoroughbred 
Racing Associations, has a special standing. The 
rankings are made up by the votes of the racing 
secretaries of the member tracks, and these are 
men who have been picked out from their fel- 
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lows for their ability to rate the form of horses. 
Too often, in national polls, a vote cast by a 
sports writer whose only connection with racing 
is that he was in a more or less inebriate condi¬ 
tion during the running of the Kentucky Derby, 
balances that of a professional racing reporter 
who has been watching horses all year. This 
nearly always means that a horse which is in the 
headlines when the poll is taken will be chosen 
over a better horse which has bowed a tendon 
in July and hasn’t been heard from recently. 

In my opinion, which is often wrong but 
always stoutly maintained, the TRA hasn’t gone 
far enough. It ought to prune its selectors a 
little more, restricting the list to the racing sec¬ 
retaries at the major tracks, where the top horses 
run. Men who work the outlying tracks, where 
the feature is likely to be a $5,000 top-and- 
bottom, have no particular qualifications to rate 
horses they haven’t seen. 

This year, for instance, the TRA poll picked 
Battlefield as the top two-year-old of the season. 
But John B. Campbell, who probably saw more 
of Battlefield than any other racing secretary, 
rated him below Uncle Miltie. The fact that 
I agree completely with the poll and that this 
result was also endorsed by the poll of Da/ly 
Racing Form's handicappers, by a vote of 29 to 
2, doesn’t alter the fact that Mr. Campbell was 
in a better position to judge this than anyone 
else in his field, and yet his vote can be cancelled 
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Secretary-Treasurer Goss L. Stryker of the 
M.H.B.A. presents the breeders* trophy to 
trainer Claude Feltner after the Bowie Breed¬ 
ers* Stakes, won by Joe Tucci*s Bob Considine, 
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out by the racing secretary at Longacres, who¬ 
ever he may be. And just to make it compli¬ 
cated, Charles McLennan, who certainly didn’t 
see the best races To Market ran, because these 
were in Chicago, picked this colt as the best. I 
suppose it’s irrelevant to remark that To Market 
is trained by Mr. Mclennan’s brother-in-law, 
because he wouldn’t make the choice on this 
basis. But it might very well influence him to 
follow the colt more carefully than he otherwise 
would. If you, or I, or anyone, has a rooting 
interest in a horse, it can hardly help influencing 
judgment. 

The polls of the Daily Racing Form staff and 
of the racing secretaries coincided completely, 
aside from the fact that they didn’t have the 
same number of categories. The Form, for in¬ 
stance, picked Sheila’s Reward as the best 
sprinter, whereas the racing secretaries did not 
vote at all on this subject. But it might add 
interest to the returns if the actual number of 
votes were given. I know, for instance, that 
29 of the Form votes went to Hill Prince as 
’’horse of the year,” with one each to *Noor 
and Citation, but I have no idea of the division 
of opinion among the secretaries. And of the 
margin of victory in other classifications there 
was no published information at all. 

The important ones of these were the selec¬ 
tion of Aunt Jinny as leading two-year-filly, of 
Next Move as leading three-year-old filly, of 
Two Lea as best handicap mare, and of *Noor 
as the best handicapper. I suppose no one can 
have much quarrel with these selections, and 
Next Move, in particular, made the polls look 
good by almost immediately picking up top 
weight and winning the Cinderella Stakes at 
Hollywood Park. 

Incidentally, I discovered I have been techni¬ 
cally in error in reporting that Next Move was 
foaled in Maryland. She turned up in a stakes 
for California-breds on November 11 (and 
finished second to Your Host), and a hurried 
consultation of the record showed that she, like 
Bed o’ Roses, had actually been foaled in Cali¬ 
fornia, where her dam had been sent to be bred 
to *Beau Pere. 

Her ranking, as against Bed o’ Roses, is per¬ 
haps an academic matter, since both of them 
are in the Vanderbilt stable. But the balance 
swings first one way, then the other. Last year 
you couldn’t have got much argument on the 
subject, though I thought Next Move ran just 
as well as her stablemate in the Demoiselle. This 
year. Next Move has looked like the better filly, 
though you can’t trust the form of, say, the 
Demoiselle Stakes, for as long as Next Move 
was winning the stable wanted to save such 
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Joseph B. TuccFs homebred BOB CONSI- 
DINE by Alaking, winner of the Bowie 
Breeders* Stakes and the Endurance Handicap. 
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allowances as Bed o’ Roses had for the Classic 
and other races. 

But then comes this California-bred race, in 
which Next Move was beaten by Your Host. 
And though Bed o’ Roses lost the Classic to 
Greek Song in the last two or three strides, 
what she did to Your Host in the upper stretch 
should not be done by one California-bred to 
another. If you take a line through this, you 
have to give the top honor to Bed o’ Roses. So 
it’s a little confusing. The easiest thing is to 
say that Alfred Vanderbilt had the two best 
three-year-old fillies of the season and to leave it 
at that. 

Legislative Futurity 

The 1951 session of the Maryland Legislature 
appears at this writing to be headed for a lot 
of work in the matter of racing bills of one sort 
or another, if all interests press their current 
thoughts. In all likelihood a record will be set 
at Annapolis in this phase of legislative activity. 

Among the questions considered sure to be 
introduced are the following: 

All Thoroughbred racing interests seem 
aligned on the proposition that Racing Commis¬ 
sion employees or appointees, in whatever posi¬ 
tion or number, should be paid by the State un¬ 
der the budget allowed the Commission. In line 
with this action will probably come a request 
for an upward revision of the Commissioners’ 
salaries, which are ridiculous today. 

Minor racing interests and horsemen’s groups 
are almost certain to again attempt to have the 
present law changed so that each minor track 
can run for twelve days instead of ten. This

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bill passed the last session, but was vetoed by 
the Governor. 

Trotting track interests are reported to be 
planning a move to have the 100 days now per¬ 
mitted by law all used in 1951, with the current 
four 20-day meetings extended by five days 
apiece. 

An attempt to have a separate Harness Racing 
Commission set-up is likely again. This was 
sponsored by harness horsemen in 1949, but 
opposed by representatives of the harness 
tracks. Thoroughbred interests also opposed this 
measure. 

It is likely that the taxation of the trotting 
tracks will come up for consideration. While 
Ocean Downs has had a tough time, the other 
three associations are looked upon as a good 
source of untapped tax-revenue in many quarters. 

The Maryland Agricultural Conference, a 
group representative of virtually all branches of 
farming and stock raising in the state, stands 
ready to come to the aid of the Maryland State 
Fair Board. 

This body, facing an apparent 30% drop in 
revenue, is greatly in need of legislative aid 
if it is to continue its program. With both major 
and minor running tracks already giving finan¬ 
cial support, it is on the cards that an attempt 
will be made to get additional strength from 
trotting groups, which have always claimed to 
be closely connected with the dirt farmer, who is 
directly benefited by the Fair Board’s activities. 
It is reported that half the breakage at the trots 
would nicely take care of the Fair Board’s needs. 

An important measure indeed, and one need¬ 
ing speedy settlement, will be the bill to allow 
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a racing franchise to the new Timonium group, 
replacing the one held by the former corporation. 
No opposition is expected to such a proposition. 

Thoroughbred interests are massing forces to 
endeavor to have the apparently useless expense 
of the Receiving Barn removed from Maryland 
tracks, claiming that it now serves no valuable 
purpose. This may well be the subject of another 
racing bill. 

Night racing is a very probable source of 
discussion. It is understc^ that some of the 
minor track interests feel that without this 
innovation they cannot continue to successfully 
operate. If this question does arise it will prob¬ 
ably become a hot issue and will evoke plenty 
of argument pro and con. 

NATB Notes

Directors of the National Association of 
Thoroughbred Breeders, at their annual meeting, 
held November 12 at the Phoenix Hotel, Lexing¬ 
ton, Ky., decided upon a 1951 program which 
includes another group of scholarships as well 
as awards to the breeders of the best two-year- 
olds of 1951. The scholarship program will 
follow the general plan of the 1950 awards, with 
members of the Future Farmers of America in 
ten prominent racing states to be eligible for 
the various competitions. The value of these 
scholarships has been increased from about $250 
each to $400, with half of that sum payable 
at the start of the 1951 freshman year and the 
balance to be devided between the sophomore 
and junior years. When the list of scholarship 
states has been selected by the NATB Execu¬ 
tive Committee, consisting of the officers, mem¬ 
ber associations will be permitted to pay for and 
sponsor the scholarship in their respeaive states 
if they desire to do this. In this event, the money 
which the National saves will be devoted to 
extending the scholarship program to other 
states not already covered. 

At the next annual meeting, to be held No¬ 
vember 10, 1951, the association will present 
the breeder of the leading two-year-old of 1951 
with a plate. The two-year-old will be selected 
by the Racing Form. In addition, the breeder 
of the best two-year-old in each state where we 
have an affiliate, will also receive a state cham¬ 
pionship plate. The method for selection of state 
champions will be announced later by the 
Executive Committee. 

Nick Saegmuller, field secretary of the Vir¬ 
ginia Horsemen’s Association, brought an appli¬ 
cation for NATB membership which was 
accepted by the board. His association is the 
seventh to affiliate in the past 20 months and 
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brings the number of state organizations in the 
National up to twelve. Individual membership is 
now close to 2,000. Officers of the Virginia 
affiliate include C. T. Chenery, president; Mel¬ 
ville Church II, vice-president; J. North 
Fletcher, secretary; Colin MacLeod, Jr., treas¬ 
urer; and Mr. Saegmuller. 

Heretofore membership in the National 
Association of Thoroughbred Breeders has only 
been open to breeders whose regional organiza¬ 
tions are affiliated with the National. All such 
breeders have automatically become regular 
members of the NATB. By action of the Board, 
every bona fide Thoroughbred breeder is now 
eligible to membership in the National, whether 
he is a member of a group which has not yet 
joined, or is not a member of any organization 
in the Thoroughbred field. Applicants for 
NATB Active Membership will be asked to 
supply information about their activities in the 
Thoroughbred breeding field, and will also give 
individual references among Thoroughbred 
breeders before the Executive Committee is 
empowered to act upon their membership 
applications. 

The annual meeting, which started at 10 A.M., 
was adjourned at 1 P.M. A scheduled luncheon 
was eliminated to enable the directors to get 
out to Keeneland for the public trials of the 
Davis-Holeman yearlings. No date was set for 
the next Board meeting but it will probably be 
held in Florida late in January or early in 
February. 

Wathen Knebelkamp, first secretary-treasurer 
of the National Association of Thoroughbred 
Breeders, former president of the Kentucky 
Thoroughbred Breeders’ Association and newly 
appointed member of the Kentucky State Rac¬ 
ing Commission, was recently honored at a 
dinner given by the K.T.B.A. President Jack 
W. Denis and Secretary-Treasurer Grant A. 
Dorland were guests as representatives of the 
National. 

Roscoe Goose, president of the Kentucky 
T.B.A., opened the speaking program, then 
turned the affair over to the Courier-Journal’s 
sports editor, Earl Ruby. Mr. Ruby introduced 
Larry MacPhail, Maryland breeder and director 
of the N.A.T.B., who was scheduled as the prin¬ 
cipal speaker. Sometimes these affairs degenerate 
into back-slapping orgies which are not particu¬ 
larly pleasing, even to the honored guests. Mr. 
MacPhail took care that this did not happen. 
Having known Wathen since the days when 
Larry was head of the Columbus American 
Association baseball team, the speaker was able 
to do justice to the guest of honor. If the 
assembled guests were looking for this affair 
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to turn into the usual round of back-slapping 
they were in for a surprise. As a matter of 
fact, that sort of thing would not have appealed 
to the guest of honor anyway. 

After reviewing Wathen’s various activities 
connected with racing and baseball, and telling 
of some of his own experiences in both sports, 
Mr. MacPhail dealt bluntly with some of rac¬ 
ing’s problems. Since it is impossible to get 
yourself any critics if you do not say anything 
worth listening to, Larry accumulated a few by 
condemning the following: 

1. Political appointments to racing commis¬ 
sions. 

2 . Track ownership by hoodlums, racketeers 
and gangsters. 

3. Over-racing and night racing. 

4. TRA activity being concentrated in the 
TRPB. 

With the first three points there can hardly 
be any quarrel. As a matter of fact. No. 1 is 
responsible for No. 2. Horsemen should be 
appointed to state racing commissions, at least in 
part, and even one track partly owned by the 
gangster element is one too many. Over-racing 
killed the sport 30 years ago and can do it again. 
So can night racing which will lead to over¬ 
racing and betting by those who can least afford 
to lose. 

I cannot go along with Larry on Point 4. 
I have previously written and I still believe that 
establishment of the Thoroughbred Racing Pro¬ 
tective Bureau by the TRA was one of the most 
forward steps ever taken by any sport. My only 
regret is that the industry has not gone one 
step farther and sold racing to the public as 
one of the best regulated of all sports. 

Some of those who attended the dinner said 
and wrote that Mr. MacPhail should not have 
spoken out because he is a ’’newcomer.” This 
is not realistic. Those who disagree with him 
should confine themselves to arguing against the 
points Mr. MacPhail made. The fact is that 
he has had a rich and varied experience in a 
field which also makes a business out of sport. 
His background qualifies him to be of consider¬ 
able assistance to Thoroughbred racing. When 
the day comes that Thoroughbred racing does 
as good a job on public and legislative relations 
as baseball, many of our most pressing problems 
will be solved. 

Fair Board Report 

In the nature of a ’’report to the people,” the 
Maryland State Fair Board has published an 
illustrated pamphlet showing something of the 
vast extent of its work in the state. The pam¬ 
phlet is entitled ’’Agricultural Fairs — Better

Farm and Rural Living, and is the work of the 
Fair Boards very competent Executive Secre¬ 
tary, M. Nelson Phelps. The illustrations are 
well selected for the purpose and the brief text 
could not give the message in better form. The 
report is being widely distributed throughout 
Maryland, and additional copies are available 
from the office of the Fair Board at Towson. 
Such a mine of information will be of value to 
the group when it appears before the forthcom¬ 
ing Legislature in search of funds with which to 
carry on the work which would suffer under the 
present set-up due to diminishing returns from 
betting at the half-mile tracks. 

Burroughs Heads Turfwriters 

At its recent annual business meeting the 
Maryland Racing Writers’ Association, compris¬ 
ing virtually all sportswriters covering racing in 


Maryland, District of Columbia, Pennsylvania, 
and Delaware, as well as in New Jersey, voted 
Raleigh S. Burroughs, of Timonium, as its 
President for the ensuing year. Mr. Burroughs, 
Editor of Turf and Sport Digest, formerly edited 
Turf Flash and has long been known for his 
facile and witty pen. 

Don Reed, of the publicity staffs of Havre 
de Grace, Laurel and Pimlico, and well known 
as announcer at numerous race tracks, serves as 
Vice-President. Joseph B. Kelly, racing cor¬ 
respondent of the morning Baltimore Sun, was 
re-elected Treasurer, while William Jaeger, of 
the Baltimore News-Post, was also returned for 
another year to the post of Secretary, both of 
these young turf writers having done an out¬ 
standing job for the association during the past 
year.

Had an ex¬ 
cellent sale of the Clark stock with Pictus fetch¬ 
ing $41,000 and Tea Maker $32,500. Astonish- 
^ood prices were realized for all the stock. 
Flew over to Hackettstown, N. J., this afternoon 
to look over the C. J. Ryan mares at Panther 
Ledge, and there to spend the night. 

October 27. Back to Belmont early this 
morning for the regular consignment sale, re¬ 
turning home early this afternoon. 

October 29. To Timonium early this 
morning, thence to Frank Minor’s to look at a 
yearling filly. Next across country to check the 
markings on the Glenangus weanlings, an ex¬ 
ceptionally fine group this year, and so by way 
of Paul Capron’s farm to Prospect Hill for lunch 
with Mrs. Heighe, to discuss the future of her 
bloodstock, soon to leave the farm which was 
sold to the Flaccuses. 

October 31. Away early this morning to 
drive down into Prince George County where 
our Horse Production group from College Park 
was to take a field trip to William Woodward’s 
Belair Stud. Here the group inspected some first 
class Clydesdales before getting a good look at 
the band of weanlings that will carry the famous 
polka dot colors of Belair. There are some very 
promising youngsters in the group this year. 
Home by way of Annapolis, where a quick visit 
was paid to Holly Beach, the Labrot breeding 
farm where the veteran Jack High still holds 
sway. 

November 2. Yesterday and today have 
been spent for the most part at Timonium, 
where horses were coming in all day and night 
for the sales, of which we have so far held two 
sessions. There was little demand for the mares 
this afternoon, and there was little to attract a 
buyer in the catalogue. Tonight the yearlings 
went a good deal better. The market was good 
for anything people wanted. Over-production had 
cluttered this and every other market with bad 
and moderate Thoroughbreds with breeders hav¬ 
ing to pay the belated bill in consequence. There 
was a tremendous crowd on hand tonight, not 
less than 1500 being in and around the sales 
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arena and stable area. 

November 3. Had a fair sale of moderate 
stock at Pimlico this morning then returned to 
Timonium to clear matters up there. Found Bob 
Duffy had all in good order and returned to 
Pimlico to see One Hitter score in the Pimlico 
Special. 

November 4. At Timonium in torrents of 
rain this morning, almost all the horses having 
now been shipped out. Next to Pimlico to see 
the race for the Pimlico Cup, which was won by 
that good Maryland-bred stayer, C. E. Tuttle’s 
Double Brandy. 

November 5. To Merryland Farm this 
morning to officiate at the annual Yearling Trials 
which Danny Shea stages each fall. Six sets of 
well broken youngsters galloped and occasionally 
breezed for our inspection, though no serious 
speed trials were attempted. Close on a thousand 
racing fans and friends of the Shea family helped 
dispose of about 450 lbs. of beef and unlimited 
quantities of other edibles, not to speak of the 
potables, which also suffered mass attack. 

November 6. To Pimlico later this after¬ 
noon, to see a couple of races and attend the 
annual meeting of the Maryland Racing Writers’ 
Association, at which that erudite journalist and 
poetaster Raleigh S. Burroughs was eleaed 
President and plans were laid for future activi¬ 
ties of the group, including next week’s dinner 
and dance. 

November 8. Over to Pimlico early this 
morning, then to Forest Park to see Matt L. 
Daiger concerning Timonium and his announced 
intention of retiring from active responsibilities 
there. The veteran official was adamant in his 
decision so we returned to Pimlico for the regu¬ 
lar Fall meeting of the Occupy Syndicate, where¬ 
at plans were considered for the horse’s manage¬ 
ment during the 1951 season. 

November 9. To Timonium tonight for 
the meeting of the directors of the newly formed 
Maryland State Fair and Agricultural Society at 
which William F. Schluderberg was elected 
President, with Mr. Daiger President Emeritus 
for life. Granville Hibberd will serve as Vice- 
President, John Zink as Treasurer and the Edi¬ 
tor of this journal as Secretary. John M. Heil was 
appointed Assistant to the President. Left this 
meeting early enough to get to the Belvedere 
Hotel in time to present the Maryland Racing 
Writers’ award to the breeder of the horse who 
has done most during the year to enhance the 
prestige of Maryland-bred bloodstock. This year 
it was Alfred Vanderbilt’s Loser Weeper who was 
adjudged winner in a poll of the local turf 
scribes and it was Sagamore Farm Manager 
Ralph Kercheval who accepted the plate for Mr.
